IN the medical art much light and in- 

formation have been derived from well 
authenticated caſes drawn up with care 
and fidelity. Theoretick doctrines, or ge- 
neral propoſitions, claim a certain degree 
of notice, fo far as they are ſupported by 
the particular examples, from which the 
inferences are drawn. But it is chiefly 
from accurate deſeriptions of diſeaſes, and 
from pertinent obſervations on their pro- 
greſs and termination, that future practi- 

tioners are directed in their judgments, 

and are encouraged. to expett, that in diſ- 

orders of the ſume complexion, a ſimilar 
mode of treatment ſhall, generally be at- 
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tended with ſimilar ſucceſs. Some late 
collections of caſes ſufficiently prove the 
utility of ſuch deſeriptions; and it is much

ſuch complaints as are the ſubject of theſe 
papers. However, the names of ſome of the 
gentlemen of the Profeſſion who attended 
with me, or were witneſſes to the facts, 
do not require the fame degree of delicacy..

The diſeaſe was then 
made known to another medical gentle- 
man who apprehended it to be a ſoir- 
rhous teſticle, and was of opinion that it 
would be neceffary-for him to part with 
Jt. Upon this, in great agitation of 
mind, he applied to Mr. Goodwin, a ſur- 


en geon at Hampſtead, who immediately ſaw 


that it was the common Hydrocele ; but, 
to ſatisfy his patient, deſired that another 
furgeon might be conſulted on the occa- 
fion. I accordingly. met Mr. Goodwin by 
appointment the following day. An evi- 
dent fluctuation was perceived in the tu- 
mor,. and it appeared to contain about 
eight. ounces of water.

THE following caſe was communi- 
cated to me by Mr. Goodwin. 

A middle-aged gentleman had com- 
plained of a tumor in his ſcrotum, for 
ſomewhat more than four months, during 
which time he had made it known to 
two or three ſurgeons, all of whom con- 
curred- in opinion that it was the Hydro- 
cele. He applied to Mr. Goodwin, De- 


1 cember 26, 1784, who punctured it, and 


diſcharged about a pint of water. The 
opinion he entertained of the Sal Ammo- 
niac, from having been witneſs to its ef- 
fects in the former caſe, influenced him 
in the preſent inſtance; and the day after 
the evacuation of the cyſt by puncture, 
ſome adheſive plaiſter being applied to the

IN chis caſe of an elderly Gentleman 
recommended to my care by an eminent 
Phyſician, leaving town, an irritation of 
the ſkin was brought on, and the ſolution 
was therefore diſcontinued. The Gen- 
tleman under whoſe care the patient was 
before,” on his return adviſing a different 
mode of treatment, and reſuming the Sal 
Ammoniac, effected a complete cure in a

Should it be aſked why or in what 
manner the external application of Sal 
Ammoniac induces that particular diſpo- 
fition internally, which firſt promotes the 
abſorption of a fluid, and afterwards pro- 
duces a perfect coheſion of the coats of a 
cyſt to each other, I ſhould fay that it 
acted by reſolving and ſtimulating, without 
inflaming to that degree in the firſt in- 
ſtance which might hazard ſuppuration ;

but our ignorance of the operations of 
nature is no argument againſt the fact: 
the cauſe may be beyond the reach of our 
diſcovery, yet the effect ſtill remains un- 
queſtionable. 

Sufficient experience has not yet been 
had of the above method of treatment, to 
know that this property is confined to Sal 
Ammoniac: other diſcutients, as we ſhall 
have occaſion to obſerve hereafter, may 
have contributed their aſſiſtance in repel- 
ling tumors of this kind; and upon my 
mentioning theſe caſes to a ſurgeon of 
eminence in this town, he informed me 
that he once cured a Hydrocele, by ſuſ- 
pending the ſcrotum in a bag of falt. 

The diſperſion of the fluid in the 
Hydrocele I have found, ſince 1 have 
made uſe of the Sal Ammoniac as a diſ- 
cutient, is not altogether a new idea, 


having

having been recommended by Atius* a 


Greek writer, and by ſome moderns. 
Wiſeman A tells us, that when. the ſwel- 
lings are ſmall, they may haply yield to 
diſcutients, and then gives a few caſes 
wherein that method ſucceeded ; and we 
frequently ſee that collections of water in 
the tunica vaginalis teſtis diſappear'in con- 
ſequence of ſome accidental cauſe, as a 
blow, the gout, fever, &c. and return no

" THOMAS Burton of the 1 regi- 
ment of Guards, aged 19, was admitted 
into the regimental hoſpital December 14, 
1787, having a tumor in the ſcrotum, the 
effect of an injury in taking a violent leap 
a ſhort time before. Some inflammation 
attending it, he was bled, and took ſome 
opening mixture, but the tumor increaſing, 
4 and the inflammation having ſubſided, the 
part was'examined, and a fluctuation was 
perceived, with a tranſparency i in the tu- 
mor. Concluding it to be the Hydrocele,

and eſtimating it to contain about ſix 
ounces of water, I directed the ſolution of 
Sal Ammoniac to be applied as it had been 
in the preceding caſes, which in about 
five days produced ſome change in the tu- 
mor, the ſwelling being rather diminiſhed, 
and much ſofter ; about the 10th of Ja- 
nuary, 1788, the ſolution having been then 
applied ſixteen days, and the fluid being 
abſorbed to the amount of half the quan- 
tity, but attended now and then with a 
ſlight irritation of the ſkin, he was ſeized 
with feveriſh ſymptoms, as many others 
in the hoſpital were about the ſame time: 
the ſolution was therefore intermitted, a 
warm fomentation applied with a cata- 
plaſm to the part, and after bleeding and 
ſome opening medicines, a few grains of 
James's powder were given at bed- time, 
with ſome nitre in the day. On the 16th, 
the tumor being nearly in the ſame ſtate,

by the 2oth the tumor was once more 
lefſened. On the 2gth there appeared 
very little change, but the tumor was cer- 
tainlynot increaſed. An application by way

tube of five feet in length was adapted, 
with an aperture and receiver in the mid- 


dle to contain the condenſed water * ; by 


which contrivance the vapour iſſuing from 
the extremity moderately warm, and un- 
mixed with hot water, effectually ſur- 
rounded the whole, and was continued for 
the ſpace of twenty 'minutes : it was re- 
peated the two following days; but on

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totally iclinquiſhed. Recourſe was now 
had to Sal Ammoniac in another form, 
by placing the ſcrotum in a bag with the 
powder of the ſalt ſprinkled over the 
ſcrotum and on the cloth. The day after 
its being applied in this manner, the pa- 
tient complained of an irritation in the 
ſkin : he was therefore directed to take 
the following preſcription ; Sumat mixt. 
laxat. donec, &c. & pil, cum op. gr. 1. 
h. s. On the 4th day, on account of this 
ſtimulating quality in the falt, the powder 
Was changed for faturnine water, which 
wholly allayed the irritation : but during 
theſe latter applications, though the tu- 
mor did not increaſe, it was not obſerved 
to. leſſen, On the 8th an emetic was 
directed, and æther ordered to be applied 
to the part once, and afterwards twice a 
day, with the powder of Sal Ammoniac 
in * quantity than before, x rubbed only

on the cloth which was folded round the 
ſerotum. With theſe applications the 
tumor continued to decreaſe to the 12th, 
when it had nearly diſappeared. On the 
18th a very ſmall quantity of fluid ſtill 
remaining within the tunica vaginalis, and 
the ſkin of the ſcrotum hanging very looſe, 
the application of the Sal Ammoniac on 
the cloth was changed for the former ſo- 
lution of the falt in vinegar and ſpirit of 
wine, the æther bein g ſtill continued: 

but this not ſufficiently contracting the 
ſcrotum, cloths dipped in a mixture of 
ſp' vin. rect. Sal Am. and fp' vitriol, were 
uſed, which completed the Ho of 
the remaining water. 

In the courſe of the laſt fortnight two 
moro emetics were given, and during the 
middle and latter part of the cure a hori- 
Lontal poſture was recommended. 
The reader will obſerve that this caſe 
hag 
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has been more obſtinate- than many of 
the preceding, and, owing to other cauſes 
not immediately connected with the ſeat 
of this diſorder, has reſiſted the uſual ap- 
plications for a longer time. It will be 
admitted that the effect cannot be appro- 
priated ſolely to the Sal Ammoniac, that 
æther may be allowed ſome ſhare in the 
diſperſion, and that other applications, 
together with the emetics, might have 
contributed their affiſtance, In fa@ it 
may be difficult to aſcertain to what parti- 
cular remedy the final diſappearance of the 
tumor in this caſe is to be aſcribed. As 
the diſorder was complicated with the 
peculiar kind of fever which was then 
prevalent in the hoſpital, and two diſtinct 
diſeaſes were to be combated at the ſame 
time, the ſymptoms were more irregular, 
and the cure was neceſſarily influenced by 
che circumſtances which were continually 
varying. 
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varying. This fact however receives con- 
firmation by the event, and may almoſt be 
pronounced as a general conclufion, that 
warm vapour and relaxing applications 
only add to the miſchief, and that the cold 
repelling ſyſtem procures the abſorption 
molt effectually. 


It appears by the foregoing cafes that 
the diſcutient plan ſucceeded as well with 


the old and middle-aged, as with the 


young; with thoſe Hydroceles, which had 
been previouſly punctured, as with ſuch 
whoſe contents had never been evacuated. 
But it cannot be expected of this or of any 
other remedy, that it ſhall ſucceed in all 
caſes, and under all circumſtances. Here 
was a regular and uninterrupted ſeries of 
ſucceſs in five caſes, each differing in ſome 
particular from the other, which joined 
to a caſe not yet related, but reſerved on

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account of its complication with other 
diſorders of the ſcrotum, for a ſeparate de- 
ſcription by itſelf, might be almoſt deemed 
concluſive in favour of the remedy ; yet I 
am aware that there will happen many in- 
ſtances, which it is not in its power. to re- 
lieve. Hydroceles accompanied with diſ- 
eaſed teſticles, collections of matter, or of 
blood, hydatids, though not very common 
occurrences, or an extremely diſeaſed and 
thickened ſtate of the cyſt itſelf, may prove 
obſtacles. to its ſucceſs, which ſhall per- 
haps be inſurmountable. But as moſt of 
theſe are diſtinguiſhable by every expe- 
rienced ſurgeon, and as the diſcharge of 
the fluid by puncture, / antecedent to the 
application of this medicine, will at all 
times aſcertain the nature of the contents, 
and moſt commonly the. condition of the 
parts, any objection to its uſe, from its not 
0 being 
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being applicable to all caſes, is not, it is 


preſumed, of any great validity.

The Hydrocele, complicated with the Hernia

ALTHOUGH, in ſtrict propriety of 
language, a Hernia of the Urinary Bladder 
bears no relation to the defign and ten- 
dency of theſe hiſtories ; yet, as it is a com- 
plaint of no very common occurrence, and 
as it was accompanied by a Hydrocele, I 
cannot omit giving a circumſtantial ac- 


count of this caſe. It may not be impro- 


per alſo to prefix ſome account of ſuch 


caſes of this ſort, as have been ſeen and 


noticed by preceding writers; were it only 
| ; 5 by 
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by way of caution to guard others againſt 
thoſe miſtakes, which have already been 
committed, even by able and experienced 
ſurgeons, in the diſcovery and treatment 
of the Hernia of the Urinary Bladder. 

It does not appear by their writings 
that the ancients had obſerved this ſpecies 
of Hernia. It is ſaid by T. Bartholin, 
that Jo. Dom. Sala ſaw a Hernia veſicæ 
urinariz in 1520 ; and he only diſcovered 
it upon examining the parts after death, 


notwithſtanding that he had before paſſed _ 


a ſound into the bladder in ſearch of a 
ſtone. | 
Sennertus, who wrote nearly a century 
afterwards, relates that Platerus, a phyſi- 
cian of Bale, who lived in 1550, had ſeen 
a fiſherman with a Hernia of the bladder 
in the ſcrotum, which a ſurgeon, not 
knowing the nature of the tumor, had 
opened ; that the urine immediately iſſued 

from

from che wound, and that, in conſequence 
of this miſtake, he became ſubject to a fiſ- 
tula, which remained through life; for by 
this paſſage the urine ever afterwards came 
from him. 
Stilpert Vanderwiel mentions two caſes 
that were miſtaken in the ſame manner. 

- Ruiſch ſays that he has ſeen two in- 
ſtances of this rupture, one of which was 
found, after death, to have been attended 
by a bubonocele, with the inteſtine ſtran- 
gulated and mortified. 

Miery in the beginning of this century 
obſerved three caſes. He conſidered them 
as malformations, not as deſcents of the 
bladder. de 
Petit had ſoon fer an coating 
obſerving one inſtance of it: he contro- 
verts Mery's opinion that it was a mal- 
formation, and proves it to be a deſcent. 
Verler has * ten caſes that hap- 


pened

pened to fall within his own obſervation, 
or that of his friends and cotemporaries. 
The firſt and ſecond were Herniæ of the 
bladder, which lay under an inteſtinal her- 
nial ſac, and upon the ſpermatic cord, 
but were not diſcovered till after death. 
The third was a caſe of Hernia of the 
bladder lying behind an inteſtinal Hernia 
in a ſtate of ſtrangulation. The patient 
died of the ſtrangulated inteſtine, and in 
the bladder, after death, were found five 
ſtones. The fourth was by a country 
ſurgeon taken for an abſceſs and opened, 
but fortunately the wound healed without 
any bad conſequence attending it. To the 
fifth a cauſtic was applied, as for a vene- 
real bubo, and a ſtone made its way out 
by the aperture of the eſchar. The fixth 
caſe was attended with the characteriſtic 
fign of a Hernia of the bladder, the tumor 
retreating in conſequence of compreflion,— 
an 
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an inclination to make water ſucceeding, 
and the urine flowing at the ſame time 
through the urethra pain in the loins, 

— yomiting, and hiccough, with a retention 
of urine, ſupervened, and the patient ſoon 
died of an inflammation of the parts. Io 
that portion of the bladder which had 
paſſed into the ſcrotum, a ſtone was found 
after death. The other four caſes were 
known by their ſymptoms to be Herniæ

to any operation for that purpoſe-. Upon 


exümination of the ſcrotum in a recum- 
bent poſture, the Hernia inteſtinalis was 
. eafily felt and reduced, and the Hydrocele 
| diſtinctly perceived; but nothing further 
was obſervable ; no ſymptom led to other | 
enquiries, and of courſe no ſuſpicion aroſe | 
of a Hernia veſicæ urinariæ.

tion, I ſhould prefer, I told him, an exter- 
nal application, which in fimilar caſes I 

had known to ſucceed, after the uſe of 
which the water had returned no more. 
He accordingly applied the ſolution of 
the Sal Ammoniac, in the way in which 
it had been applied by others, and went 
into the country. From time to time I 
heard from him, informing me, after the 
firſt fortnight, that the ſwelling was con- 
ſiderably abated, and requeſting a further 
ſupply of the ſame medicine: at the expi- 
ration of a month, the tumor was ſubſided, 
and he then felt the teſticle as diſtinctly as 
he hadlever done. In eight months nearly 
after the laſt account he returned to town, 
and with great ſatisfaction acquainted me, 
that he was effectually cured, had neither 
ſuffered pain nor confinement, and was at 
that time in perfect health.

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From the fotegoing diſſection it appears, 
that the bladder had been long down in 
the ſcrotum, becauſe it adhered firmly to 
the hernial fac and neighbouring parts; 
conſequently no attempt to reduce it could 
have ſucceeded. 

From the great abundance of fat all 
round the bladder, it might be concluded 
that the fat had facilitated the deſcent of 
the bladder ; but whether the inteſtine 
firſt fell down into the ſcrotum and drew 
the bladder after it, or whether the blad- 
der was the cauſe of the deſcent of the 
inteſtine, is difficult to determine: from 
the union that ſubſiſted between all the 

parts, it is moſt probable that they were 
forced down together, 
In regard to the ſtate in which the teſ- 
ticle and its coats were found, it is not 
unworthy of obſervation, that the adhe- 
fion of the tunica vaginalis to the tunica 


albuginea

albuginea had taken place generally and 
firmly, without the teſticle being in any 
degree injured, or the tunica vaginalis præ- 
ternaturally thickened; and conſequently it 
is not improbable, that in thoſe Hydro- 
celes, which are cured by external means, 
the abſorption of the fluid is in like man- 
ner frequently followed by a total oblite- 
ration of the cyſt itſelf. 


- * ALTHOUGH 
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ALTHOUGH it was my principal ob- 
ject and deſign, in the publication of theſe 
papers, to give a full and candid account of 
whatever experience I have had in the 
treatment of the Hydrocele, yet I flatter 
myſelf it has not been diſagreeable to the 


reader to meet with ſo uncommon a caſe as 


a Hernia of the Urinary Bladder. | I have 


therefore related this caſe the more. cir- 


 cumſtantially, to make it perfectly intel- 


ligible, as well as more generally uſeful. I 
might now be allowed to take my leave, of 


this ſubject; but in an eſſay like this, 
which compriſes ſeveral different kinds of 
tumors of the ſcrotum, the author con- 
ceives it will not be deemed impertinent

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dd the intention of theſe papers, which is 
to recommend a cold diſcutient treatment, 
if he ſubjoins the hiſtories of two caſes of 
Hernia incarcerata, that were reduced ſolely 
by the application of ice. f 
The nature of this diſcaſe is fo well un- 
derſtood, that it would be treſpaſſing too 
much upon the reader's patience to inſiſt 
on it. It may be ſufficient to obſerve, that 
| when the obvious means of reducing, by 
manual aſſiſtance, the prolapſed and ftran- 
gulated contents of the abdomen, fail of 
their effect, the inflammation, which at- 
| tends a complete ſtrangulation of inteſtine, 
is frequently & very ſudden, as ſcarcely to 
| allow time for the common remedies, but 
in defiance of every expedient for its re- 
lief, we are too often ſurprized by the ra- 
pidity of its progreſs to mortification and 
death. In aid of other modes of reduction, 
| - recourſe 
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recourſe is had to ſuch means, both ex- 
ternal and internal, as will moſt ſpeedily 
and powerfully allay inflammation. 

But whence does this inflammation and 
ſwelling in a ſtrangulated Hernia proceed ? 
Will it be faid that the tendons of the ab- 
dominal muſcles occaſion it by contraction 
upon the prolapſed parts? Whatever be 
the cauſe, I confeſs I cannot ſubſcribe to 
this opinion ; for the tendons are in their 
nature nearly unelaſtick, and are leſs ca- 
pable of contraction, than they are of diſ- 
tenſion: by violent and continued ſtretch- 
_ing they are made to give way in ſome 
degree, but they are not capable of reſtor- 
-ing their tone by any power or energy 
inherent in themſelves. As a proof of 
this, the aperture or ring, through which 
the ſpermatic veſſels paſs, is frequently 
ſen much larger, but never leſs, than is 
requiſite 
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requiſite for that purpoſe; and it is al- 
ways found enlarged beyond its natural 
ſize, after the reduction of a ſtrangulated 

Hernia, be the caſe ever ſo recent. 
But in reſpe& to this particular inflam- 
mation which we are now conſidering; 
regard ſhould alſo be had to the contents of 
the tumor; inteſtine moſt commonly con- 
ſtitutes a part of it, more eſpecially if the 
ſymptoms are urgent, and air is generally 
contained in prolapſed inteſtine. Now as 
air is ſubject to be dilated. by heat, and 
- condenſed by cold, ſo will the tumor 
which contains air be enlarged. by one, and 
diminiſhed by the other. Warm appli- 
_ cations therefore I apprehend to be preju- 
dicial, not only as they conduce by their 
heat to determine a greater quantity of 
blood to the part, but as they tend to ra- 
refy the confined air. If warm applica- 


tions 
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tions therefore, which rarefy the air in- 
creaſe, cold which ſerve to condenſe it, 
muſt leſſen the tumor, and n 
relieve the inflammation. 

Celſus *, in his diagnoſtic of the inteſ- 
tinal Hernia, repeatedly ſays, that the pro- 
lapſed inteſtine is diminiſhed by cold, and 
increaſed by heat : he takes no notice of 
this effect upon the omental Hernia ; his 
obſervation being intended as a mark of 
diſtinction between the Enterocele and 
E piplocele, allowing to the former alone 
the property of being affected by thoſe 
changes, | After deſcribing the practice of 
the Greek ſurgeons, (his book containing 
a ſyſtem of Greek ſurgery,) he ſays, His

In conſequence of what is here ſaid by | 
Celſus in the treatment of the inteſtinal 
Hernia, that the tumor is diminiſhed by 
the application of cold, and increaſed by 
heat, ſome advancement in praCtice might 
have beeh expected ; but from the age of 
Celſus, above ſixteen centuries ago, no ad- 
vantage ſeems to have been taken of what 
was thus tranſiently ſuggeſted, till within

a very few years of the preſent time. 
Some Engliſh and a few French ſur- 
geons have lately recommended cold ap- 
plications to the ſtrangulated Hernia, and 
Mr. Pott, in the laſt edition of his Treatiſe 
upon Ruptures, countenances the adoption 
of the cold diſcutient plan in the Hernia 
Incarcerata. But that the cold treatment 
ſhall ſucceed in every period of the diſeaſe, 
in which a ſurgeon's aſſiſtance may be 
required, cannot reaſonably be expected. 
Yet I apprehend that it affords the beſt 
proſpect of preventing an operation, not 
only by aſſiſting the reduction of the inteſ- 
tine, but alſo becauſe it retards the pro- 
greſs of inflammation, and thereby allows 
more time for the trial of other remedies c.

A GENTLEMAN in the country 
had received a fall from his horſe a few 
hours before I faw him: at the time of 
his fall he perceived no pain, only a ſen- 
ſation, as he ſaid, as if wind had paſſed 
from his belly into his thigh : he mounted 
his horſe again, and rode about a mile 
further, when he felt great uncaſineſs in 
the lower part of his right groin, a glow- 
ing heat in the ſkin of the neighbouring 
parts, and ſuch a general weakneſs as 
obliged him to diſmount, and return home 


in 
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in a chaiſe. I found a ſmall hard project- 
ing tumor immediately below the tendons 
of the abdominal muſcles, or Ligamentum 
F allopianum : its apex reſembled the end 
of a gooſe-quill ; the baſis was round and 
hard; it appeared to recede a little on 
bending the thigh, which was a much 
eaſier ſituation to him than an erect poſ- 
ture, From all theſe circumſtances I 
concluded, that it could be no other than 
a femoral Hernia, a portion of the Cæcum, 
with the Appendicula Czci.Vermiformis, 
being forced under Poupart's Ligament. 
I attempted in vain to reduce it. Bleeding, 
an opening draught, and cold faturnine 
applications to the part, were immedi-. 
ately ordered ; a paſſage being obtained, 
he went into a warm bath the follow. 
ing morning. No advantage being deriv- 


ed from theſe repeated endeavours, on the 


third day, after ſeveral fruitleſs attempts 
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to reduce the inteſtine, a ſuppoſitory was 
. introduced, which brought away a ſtool, 
and much wind: in a few minutes he per- 
ceived ſomething to paſs from the tumor 
into the abdomen like wind. Upon exa- 
mination, I found the tumor diminiſhed 


one-third of its length. From this time 


his pain and uneafineſs upon ſtanding up- 


right were much abated ; but no efforts 
could accompliſh the reduction of the re- 
maining part of the inteſtine, Hence I 
concluded that the. part of the tymor 
which was left unreduced, was the Ap- 
pendicula Czci, ſo entangled as not ta 
admit of being reduced by force. Suppo- 
ſitories were repeated, and iced claret ap- 
plied to the part. The pain increaſing, 
bleeding was repeated, and the fumes of 
tobacco were thrown up, fill ſickneſs and 


eold ſweats came on; Sal Ammoniac diſ- 


ſolyed in yinegar was alſo applied; jn 
ſhort, 


N 


ſhort, every remedy, which afforded the 


leaſt proſpect of ſucceſs, was repeatedly 


applied to no purpoſe. The patient ex- 


preſſed himſelf, as if he felt a ſenſation of 
wind in the part, and as if ſomething 
within the abdomen was pulling at the 
tumor, The next day, the 4th, a ſurgeon 
of eminence was called in, who, after 
receiving the patient's and my informa. 
tion, and examining the part himſelf, ac- 
knowledged that there was not much left 
for him to propoſe : an emollient glyſter to 
be thrown up forcibly, and ſome laxative 
mixture to be taken, were all that was 
ſettled for that day. The following morn- 
ing we examined the part again, and I 
thought the tumor rather increaſed. A 
warm fomentation was agreed to be uſed, 
and if all this ſhould not ſucceed, the re- 
ſult of our joint opinion was to have 
recourſe again to the cold regimen, and

my colleague took his leave. The next 
morning, upon finding the tumor to re- 
main, and the tenderneſs to increaſe, I 
repeated the- iced claret, and Sal Ammo- 
niac with vinegar; I then made uſe of 
iced water, which ſeemed to cool the part 
more than any other application: at length 
I rubbed the tumor gently with a piece of 
ſolid ice, and afterwards applied ſeveral 
pieces, one after another, for the ſpace of 
twenty minutes, when the patient told me 
that he was cured ; that he had that inſtant 
perceived wind to move from the tumor 
into his belly, exactly ſimilar to what he 
felt at the moment of his fall, and like- 
wiſe a ſecond time, when the tumor was. 
found leſſened one-third after the uſe of 
a ſuppoſitory. | 
Upon examination, the tumor was diſ-

CAS R II. 


ON the 6th of May laſt I was deſired 
by the late Sir Richard Jebb to attend his 
coachman, who had a Hernia that could 
not be reduced. I was informed by the 
patient that he had been ſubject to a rup- 
ture, and had been accuſtomed to wear a 
truſs ; that 'on the preceding evening, in 
getting from his box, he felt it ruſh down 
with unuſual violence, and it was not in 
his power to return it, as he was wont to 
do, himſelf. He had been largely bled ; 
a a glyſter had been injected with force, 
which had emptied the rectum before 1 
ſaw him; but notwithſtanding the utmoſt. 
efforts of a gentleman of the profeſſion, 
the tumor remained of the ſame dimen- 

ſions, 
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ſions, very much ſwelled, inflamed, and 
tender. He had vomited frequently: his 
pulſe very quick. 

He was bled again very wait and, 
after an ineffectual attempt to reduce the 
Hernia, cloths dipped in iced water were 
applied to the part: they caſed, but other- 
wiſe made no impreſſion upon the tumor. 
I again attempted to return it ; but find- 
ing no progreſs made towards a reduction, 
I laid ſeveral large pieces of ice upon the 
part, ſuffered them to remain long enough 
to cool it throughly, and at length, after 
near half an hour's application of the ice 
alone, the inteſtine was effectually re- 


FULL ſenſible of the many imper- 
fections of the preceding caſes and obſerva- 
tions, and aware of various objections againſt 


every 
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every pretenſion to novelty in practice, it 
is with the utmoſt diffidence that I hazard 
this firſt attempt upon the indulgence of 
the public. The only merit to which 1 
can aſpire, is that of having related the 
caſes with fidelity; and in the obſerva- 
tions I am not conſcious that any infe- 
rences or concluſions have been drawn, 
which the caſes will not warrant. The 
nature of the relation, and the neceſſity of 
deſcribing circumſtantially the proceſs of 
cure in each caſe, have introduced the au- 
thor to his readers more frequently and 
more perſonally than he would have wiſh- 
ed; but in narratives of this kind ſuch 
ſelf. intruſion, which could not readily be 
avoided, will not, it is hoped, be deemed 
inexcuſable. If the ſmallneſs of the num- 
ber of caſes will nat eſtabliſh the poſition 
I had in view, and a certain remedy for 
the cure of theſe diſorders is not to be ex- 
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pected but in conſequence of continue 
experiments, they may at leaſt be ſufh-. 
cient to encourage others to give this new 
(or if it may not be allowed to call it new, 
this revived) method a fair trial, and to 
judge how far it may be applicable in like 
circumſtances. Should their efforts be 
equally ſucceſsful, they may have the ef- 
fect to introduce a mode of practice more 
ſimple and more obvious than the preſent, 
and leſs repugnant to the feelings of our 
patients.
